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PREVENTION  OP  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


General  Review 

The  common  infectious  diseases  of  children  shewed  the  usual 
annual  variation. 

Two  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified  and  four 
contacts  of  cases  occurring  outside  this  District  were  kept  under 
surveillance . 


Diphtheria  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred.  Facilities  for  immunisation 
continue  to  he  provided  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  77 
children  under  the  age  of  three  years  took  advantage  of  this. 

Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  six  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified. 
There  were  six  deaths . 

There  were  23  respiratory  and  11  non-re spiratory  cases  on  the 
Register  at  the  end  of  the  year.
